THE SINAl EXPEDITLON. 
BY W. ST. CHAD BOSCAWEN. 


The fact that under the auspices of the 
Egypt Exploration Fund Professor Flin- 
ders Petrie is undertaking a systematic 
exploration of the Egyptian remains in 
the Sinaitic peninsula will be noted with 
satisfaction by all Oriental scholars. Few 
districts in the ancient Bast have such rich 
historic and religious traditions as this rugged 
region of volcanic rucks, which forms, at the 
same time, the barrier and the connection 
between the Asiatic and African continents. 
‘bere have been many explorations of this 
region, but archwological research has thrown 
such a light .apon the importance of the dis- 
trict that a new and carefully conducted 
exploration will be sure to produce resulta of 
great importance. ‘The expedition organised 
by the Russian Government under Professor 
Lepsius, more than halt a century 80, visited 
the region and oopied the rock iusoriptions of 
the Egyptian kings in the neighbourhood of 
the ancieut mines, and the Palestine Explora- 
tion Fund mates careful wpographical survey 
of the region, the memoir upun which was 
edited by Professor Pauner, who was fated to 
meet bis terrivle death in the northern portion 
of the peninsula. Lhe wouderful discoveries 
ofthe art remains aud artustic records uf the 

EARLIEST DYNASTIES OF EGYPT 
by Mr. de Morgan and Professor Petrie at 
Abydos and Nagada point toa connection be- 
tween the early ruiers of Niue jaud and the 
peninsula, lt 1s clear that it was frum the 
mines aud quarnes of this region that the 
copper and turquoise Ormameuts found in the 
graves of the tirst or the Pharsobs came, While 
by the time of the Fourth Exyptian dynasty, 
about uc. 38uv, the kings seem tw have 
regarded the mines 6s smouny their most 
precious possessions, Senefru, the builder of 
the pyramid of Medum, reourds with pride the 
fact that be bad “driven out the foreiguers 
from the mines ;"" a statement we shall find of 
great historical importance. Khuter, or Cheops, 
has placed a long record of his possession of 
the mines upon the rocks of tue Wady Magarah, 
and throughout all the dynasties of the early 
empire we find records of the working of the 
mines by budies uf couvicts guarded by soldiers 
frou: Byypt. Bveu in the ligut of the-Bgyptian 
monuments, Sinai may be regarded as 

THE OLDEST MINING-FIELD. 
in the world ; but is not alone in the annals ot 
Egypt that we fiud this land rich in stones and 
minerals mentioned. Lhe inscription of Senefru 
xbows that prior to his time the mines were in 
the possession of foreigners, whom be expelled. 
In the ancient rec rds of Chaldea, reaching 
back prior to B.C. 4500, we find the mention of 
a region which must certainly be identified 


with Sinai. The scarcity of stone—eapsials :

in Babylonia caused the rulers ut the Srimitiveyr 


cities of that land to seud expeditivus to far 


distant lands to obtain the desired .aterial. | 


Among the regions especially mentioned Bn 
rich in stone and minerals was the land of 
Magan, a land which produced copper, divrite, 
and p-rphyry, and the precious biue stone or 
turquoise. In the same inscriptions this land 
was also associated with another region, Me- 
lukha, which produced gold. The inscriptions 
of the Assyrian King Assurbavipal, which 
record his invasion of Egypt, mention thexe 
regions ax being near his line of warch, and 
we may identify them ov most certaiu grounds 
with the 
GOLD-PRODUCING MIDIAN 
and the peninsula of Sinai. From the inscrip- 
tions of the Chaldean Kings we know that the 
land of Magan was reached by sea ; and some 
Assyrian scholars would look for it upon the 
shores of the Persian Gulf, butthere is noregion 
that complies with the description as to the 
products. Furthermore, the name itself ap- 
pears to be payin in the small port of 
Makana, on the Guilt ot Akabah, which woul: 
be a very suitable place for the Chaldean ships 
to rest in while the miners were preparing the 
stone for shipment. Uuder the rule of the first 
Semitic dynasty of Chaldean Kings, that of 
Sargon of Akkad and his son Narani-Sin, about 
u.c. 3800, when the couquest of these ener- 
getic rulers *pread the Chaldean rule over the 
whole of Western Asia, from Western Persia 
to the shores of the Mediterranean ; we find 
the conquest of Magan especially recorded.

BABYLONIAN INFLUENCE. 

The recent researches in the Nile Valleyshow 
thatin thearchaic period of Egyptian civilisation 
—that is, the age between the strictly neolith 
ic, primitive, or prehistoric age, and the 
dynastic age commencing about 8.0, 5000, 
many new elements were introduced in the 
sivilisation of the Nile valley—the art ot 
brick building, the use of the cylinder seal, 
and the working «f copper—and it is to be 
hoped that the expedition now working 1 
Sinai will be abie to throw some light apon 
the important question of the way by which 
these Chaldean customs were transmitted to 
Egypt. The mines and quarries of Sinai have, 
as Professor Petrie has said, never been subject- 
ed to an archwological exploration, and it will 
be especially interesting to see if traces of a 


cave dwellings of thus regivn properly explored, 
ruok-cat tombs of Egypt.
